A feature of these farm buildings 
that 1 remember with a good deal of 
interest, was that the rafters were 
held in place with well shapen hickory 
pins, 
that entered through a bored 
bo’e into the plate at top of walk 
When it was my pleasure to live 
at one of these houses, perhaps fifty 
years or more after it had atood the 
storms and the beating of the ele­ 
ments upon it, it was in a good state 
of preservation» and the pinning was 
in as good shape as the day it was 
done.

old 
houses . boasted of no 
spiked spires that pointed upward, 
nor glint nor glare, but provided com­ 
fortable places that housed the farm 
family, and the large and spacious 
fire place gave vent to a warmth that 
is only appreciated by those who have 
sat before them, and looked, into the 
glowing embers, as move after move 
was made backward to adjust oneself 
to the fast increasing heat, when she 
got “het up.”
